These are the 
main features of the bill I have introduced, accompa¬ 
nied with the details necessary to accomplish the 
obiects indicated. It will be observed that a distinc¬ 
tion is made in the mode of forfeiture of rebel pro¬ 
perty in districts under insurrectionary control, and 
that' which may be found in districts within the 
reach of the process of law in its ordinary forms. 
The forfeiture in the one case to be enforced through 
the military, and in the other, through the judicial 
power. This is a matter of necessity, for it would be 
impossible to enforce the forfeiture through the courts 
in districts where the judicial power was overborne 
by the rebellion, and, if not impossible, it would, in 
my judgment, be clearly unconstitutional to enforce 
it in any other way in districts where the property 
seized was within the reach of legal process. So 
also in the case of a conviction for treason the pro¬ 
perty of the traitor within reach of the court can only 
be forfeited by the court—the personal forever, and 
the real estate, under the Constitution, for life only. 
The power of Congress to pass a bill of this charac¬ 
ter is, to my mind, unquestionable ; hut I do not 
place it on the ground which has been advanced in 
some quarters, that in times of war or rebellion the 
military is superior to the civil power ; or, that in 
such times what persons may choose to call necessity 
is higher and above the Constitution. Necessity is 
the plea of tyrants, and if our Constitution cease to 
operate the moment a person charged with its 
observance thinks there is a necessity to violate it, it 
is of little value. So far from admitting, the supe¬ 
riority of the military over the civil power in time of 
war, or that there is any necessity that it should be 
so, I hold that under our Constitution the military 
as much subject to the control of the civil power 
war as in peace. The powers of government under, 
oor system are three, of whiGh the military is not one. 
It is merely incident to the others, and subject to one 
of these, the legislative, without whose permission it 
tan have no existence, and when called into being by 
He action of Congress, it is by the Constitution 
expressly made subject to such rules as Congress 
shall prescribe for its government. When, therefore, 
eat armies, to raise and support which Congress has 
express authority under the Constitution, go forth to 
suppress insurrection, and in doing so shoot down 
fwela and desolate their abodes, as they constitu¬ 
tionally may, they are as much subordinate to the 
einl power as when engaged in a holiday parade in

point where the military begins. It may he, and often 
is, a delicate question to determine this particular 
point, and decide in what localities the military, and 
m what judicial authority should have sway. This 
the Constitution has left to he provided for by Con¬ 
gress, by declaring that it shall have power to call 
forth the militia to suppress insurrection ; and Con¬ 
gress, soon after the adoption of the Constitution 
passed an act authorizing the President to call forth 
the militia for that purpose whenever the laws of the 
United States were obstructed by combinations too, 
powerful to he suppressed by the ordinary course of 
judicial proceedings, and by an act passed at the 
first session of the present Congress, the President is 
authorized, in certain cases, to declare the inhabi¬ 
tants of a State, or part thereof, in a state of insur¬ 
rection, and make use of the army to suppress it. The 
responsibility, therefore, of determining when and in 
what districts of the United States the military power 
may be used to suppress the rebellion is devolved by 
Congrcss on the Executive, and when the military 
power is called into requisition, the judicial authority 
can no more interfere with its action than can the 
military with the judicial tribunals in time of peace. 
Under Certain circumstances, either may he called to 
the aid of the other. The courts sometimes make use 
of the military in aid of the execution of theirpowers, 
and the military would doubtless have like authority 
*~ make use of the aid of judicial tribunals in dis- 
cts under insurrectionary control, should they be 
deemed a proper means by the military power to aid 
in suppressing the rebellion. In each case the power 
called to the aid of the other, whether it be the mili¬ 
tary in time of peace to the assistance of the judicial, 
or the judicial in times of rebellion to the assistance 
of the military, would he subordinate to the power 
making the call. In accordance with these principles, 
it has been my object in framing the hill under con¬ 
sideration to distinguish between the property on 
which the military may operate, and that subject to 
judicial control, and clearly to define the jurisdiction 
of each, confining the seizure and forfeiture of pro¬ 
perty situated in districts of the United States under 
insurrectionary control to the military power, and its 
condemnation and forfeiture in other portions of the 
United States to the judicial power. Whichever first 
takes hold of the property within its jurisdiction 
would, upon principles of comity, retain possession! 
till its final disposition, upon the same principle that 
of two courts of concurrent jurisdiction, the one 
which first gets possession of a case affecting either 
persons or property is entitled to retain jurisdiction

also that persons captured by the military authorities 
in insurrectionary districts may still be retained as 
prisoners by the military power, without interference 
with the courts, till their cases are finally disposed 
of, notwithstanding they may be for purposes of 
safety, or other reasons of State, brought within dis¬ 
tricts where the judicial power is in full operation. 
Having shown that the military called forth under 
the Constitution to suppress an insurrection may be 
vested with all the power necessary to the end, con¬ 
sistent with the usages of civilized warfare, it follows 
that if hostile armies may ever confiscate an enemy’r 
property, the rights of the United States to do it ii 
the case of the rebels is unquestionable, for surely 
no war was ever more atrocious than the one now 
being waged by the rebels for the overthrow of this 
government. They surely cannot complain of treat¬ 
ment we would have a right to extend to foreign 
armies. The right of seizure and confiscation of the 
property of the enemy as prize of war is a settled 
question of international law, which has been affirmed 
by our own Supreme Court. In the case of Brown 
agt. the United States, reported in the eighth Cranch, 
the Court says: “ Respecting the power of govern¬ 
ment, no doubt is entertained. The war gives to the 
sovereign full right to take the persons and confiscate 
the property of the enemy wherever found, is con¬ 
ceded. The mitigations of this rigid rule, which the 
humane and wise policy of modem times has intro¬ 
duced to practice, will more or less atlect the exer¬ 
cise of this right, but cannot impair the right itself. 
That remains undiminished, and when the sovereign 
authority shall choose to bring it into operation, the’ 
judicial department must give effect to its will. But 
until that will shall be expressed, no power of con¬ 
demnation can exist in the court.” That case also 
decides “ that the power of confiscating enemy’s 
property is in the Legislature.” Wheaton, in com¬ 
menting on the case, says: “ The property cannot be 
seized and condemned as prize of war, without some 
legislative act expressly authorizing its confiscation. 
The Court held that the law of Congress declaring 
not such an act. That declaration did not, 
by its own operation, so vest the property of the 
enemy in the government as to support judicial pro¬ 
ceedings for its seizure and confiscation. It vested 
only a right to confiscate, the assertion of which 
depended on the will of the sovereign power.” In 
regard to the -transfer of private rights of property, 
Wheaton holds this further language : “ It is compe¬ 
tent for the National authority to work a transmuta¬ 
tion, total or partial, of the property belonging to the 
vanquished party, and if actually confiscated, the 
fact must be taken for right. But to work for such a 
transfer of proprietary rights, some positive and 
unequivocal act of confiscation is essential.” Most 
of the nations of Europe acquired title to territory 
they possess by conquests, and private persons have 
derived their titles from that of the government thus 
obtained. According to the modern usage of nations, 
private property of alien enemies on land has not 
generally been forfeited ; but the right of forfeiture is 
unquestionable, and may he exercised, if necessary, 
tp secure the just ends of the war, or in retaliation for 
forfeitures by the enemy. The rebels, wherever they 
have the power, have seized and confiscated the 
property of loyal men, and this, according even to 
modern usage, as between independent nations, would 
give to the United States the right to confiscate in turn. 
Much more would they possess that right as against 
rebels who have causelessly taken up arms against 
the government. The right to free the slaves of rebels 
would be equally clear with that to confiscate their 
property generally, for it is as property they profess 
to hold them ; hut as one of the most efficient means 
for attaining the ends lor which the armies of the 
Union have been called forth, the right to restore to 
them the God-given liberty of which they have been 
unjustly deprived is doubly clear. It only remains to 
inquire whether, in making use of lawful means to 
crush this wicked rebellion, it is policy to confiscate 
the property of rebels, and take from them the sup¬ 
port of unrequited labor. Can there be a question on 
this point? Who does not know that treason has 
gained strength by the leniency with which it has 
Loo., +T.oaW ? W« have dallied with it Quite too 


loyal citizens struggling for the preservation of the 
Union and maintenance of constitutional liberty. 
They who deny their allegiance to the government 
have no right to claim its protection. Let the govern¬ 
ment cease to afford it; deal with them and their 
property as their crimes deserve ; prosecute the war 
“ith vigor, and it will soon be brought to a success- 
il issue. It cannot be that twenty millions of people, 
armed in defence of constitutional liberty, are to be 
overcome by less than one-fourth their number fight¬ 
ing for the overthrow of free government, the estab¬ 
lishment of an aristocracy, and the perpetuation and 
spread of human slavery. But while fighting this 
battle in behalf of constitutional liberty, it behooves 
especially to see to it that the Constitution receives 
detriment at our hands. We will have gained 
but little in suppressing the insurrection if it be at | 
the expense of the Constitution, for the chains which 
the bondman wears are none the lighter because they 
pressed by his own and not another’s hands, 
e expect to come out of this contest with our 
flag full and complete in all its proportions, not a 
stripe erased or a staT obscured, so let us preserve 
the Constitution, perfect in all its parts, with all its 
guarantees for the protection of life and liberty 
unimpaired, and the instrument itself rendered doubly 
dear from the fact that it has been sacredly main¬ 
tained and proven equal to every emergency, under 
circumstances the most trying to which a nation was 
“"“v subjected. Then, when this struggle is over, 
will have an assurance that our government is 
stronger than ever before, and that constitutional 
liberty is established on a foundation which no human 
power will ever he able to subvert. 

Without any special act of Congress, I presume no 
one questions that oar military commanders, in the 
prosecution of the war in insurrectionary districts, 
may for the time being seize and make use of the 
property of the rebels and their slaves, but on the 
restoration of peaee the right of the owners would 
revive. Hence, if we would have uniformity of action 
among the commanders of our armies, and forfeit 
forever the property of rebels and their claims to the 
service of their fellow-men, it must he done by act of 
Congress.

mr. gurley’s confiscation bill. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8,1861. 

The hill which Mr. Gurley of Ohio will offer in t 
House to-morrow declares all rebel property confis¬ 
cated, and all slaves belonging to rebels free, and 
provides for the appointment of Commissioners in 
each rebel State to carry out the confiscation of pro¬ 
perty and the liberation of slaves in a systematic and 
orderly manner, and to take charge of suoli slaves 
and employ them in the service of the United States 
at reasonable wages, and in transporting to Florida 
such as may not be needed for the public service, and 
to apprentice them there for not more than six years, 
at reasonable wages, to loyal proprietors of lands ; 
after which term of six years they shall be entirely 
Florida is to he occupied by United States 
forces as soon and as far as is practicable, and the 
estates of rebels are to be sold by Commissioners to 
loyal purchasers, and the slaves of loyal citizens pur¬ 
chased and paid for out of the confiscation fund. It 
is to he governed by military law, and as a Territory, 
until it shall have sufficient loyal white inhabitants 
to entitle it to a representative in Congress, when it 
may form a State government and a Constitution 
excluding slavery. The bill is carefully drawn, and 
provides ample safeguards against fraud, and for the 
compensation of loyal creditors and sufferers by the 
rebellion, who are to he paid out of the confiscation 
fund.— Tribun e. 

SPEECH OF GEN. LANE IN BOSTON. 


Saturday forenoon, Gen. James H. Lane, of] 
Kansas, addressed a large audience at Tremont 
pie. Notwithstanding the unfavorable weather, the 
Temple was well filled, and among the audience 
many of our prominent citizens. 

The speaker came upon the platform soon after 
eleven o’clock, accompanied by several prominent 
anti-slavery gentlemen, and was received with hearty 
applause. 

P. W. Bird, Esq., of Walpole, called the meeting to 
order, and said that Gen. Lane had been detained by 
paying his first visit to Capt. Wilkes (applause). He 
recommended Mr. Otis Clapp for Chairman, and he 
as appointed. 

Upon taking the chair, Mr. Clapp said that despe¬ 
rate diseases required strong remedies, and without 
any further preliminary remark, introduced Gen. 
Lane, who was again greeted with cheers. 

Gen. Lane said he felt embarrassed in addressing 
gentlemen in the habit of hearing eloquent and classic 
speeches. When he set out in life, his mother said 
there was nothing to prevent his success but his 
unconquerable modesty. But he desired to return to 
the people of Boston the thanks of the people of Kan¬ 
sas for past generosity, which made that State free 
(applause).

jofd&'instead of the rebels, we had better 
stop now.’ If it be inhuman, they have means to pre¬ 
vent it; let them return to their allegiance, and they 
shall be kindly received. But if the war is to he 
eontiikued, we will use all the means in our power to 
inquer them (cheers). This war shall never close 
■hile the shackles remain upon one slave (great 
applause). 

Bat we can’t admit the slaves within our lines 
because they will betray us. That’s a lie! I. would 
like to ask Gen. Halleck where he learnt that slaves 
betrayed our troops.. (A voice—“At Washingtor 
We had in our Brigade five hundred slaves, and 
received more valuable information from them as 
the movements of the enemy than from all other 
sources besides. They are faithful and grateful. They 
would die a thousand deaths _ rather than betray one 
secret of their liberators. It is not enough to replace 
upon their limbs the shackles—they must be lied 
about. Gen. Halleek’s experience may be different 
from mine ; but where did he get his experience ? 
Don’t understand me as denouncing Gen. Halleck ; 
but I have been taught to denounce wrong—to vindi¬ 
cate the weak—and when I fail to do it, may God 
condemn me to the infernal regions. I have never 
seen Gen. Halleck—he is a stranger to me; but he 
has made a statement that I know to be false 
(applause). 

I have half a mind to.relate an anecdote to show 
how the slaveholders cling to their property. (Voices 
—“Do it; do it.”) Well, I will. We were march¬ 
ing to Springfield—I was in the rear of the column— 
when I was informed by one of my men that a woman 
in great distress wanted to see me. I told him to 
bring her to me, and he did. She was a big, brawny 
woman—fat, and over forty—and was crying. I 
asked her what the matter was. She said, “ My two 
sons have joined the Confederate army, and now your 
soldiers have taken my two niggers.*’ Said I, “ My 
good woman, that is not the worst thing that could 
happen to you. I am on the track of your sons, and 
I shall probably catch them in a day or two, and 
hang them” (laughter). She threw her arms about 
my neck, and said, “ Gen. Lane, you may do what 
you want with my sons, if you’ll only return the nig¬ 
gers*' (great laughter). 1 disengaged myself from 
her embrace, hut didn’t promise to return her niggers. 

The secessionists have four thousand Indians in 
their.ranks. Last week they took three of my men, 
tied (them to trees, and riddled them with halls. 

should be done with these Indians? (A Voice 
—“ Swear them in, and let them go.”) Yes. Missouri 
has feen sworn over not less than three times already 
(laufhter). 

I desire to say something in behalf of the Kansas 
Brigade. They are charged with being “Jay-hawk- 
ii’Jl” 4 say many of them are men of principle— 
jbmy pen. 'Sturgis, after being with the Brigade a 
short time, called it a damned (I don’t know as I 
ought to say it, as I see the reporters here) fanatical, 
temperance Brigade. I have been with them three 
months, and I never saw a man intoxicated. At 
Osceola they knocked the heads out of five hundred 
barrels of whiskey, and never touched a drop. The 
first order issued to that Brigade made it an offence 
punishable with death for any soldier to enter a 
private house without permission of a superior 
officer. If we are “Jaw-hawkers,” we are so for you, 
through the government. My soldiers, have taken 
thousands of sacks of salt from the storehouses of 
Missouri, and distributed it among the loyal men of 
the State. I saw Adj.-Gen. Thomas’s charge against 
me before it was made public, and I immediately sat 
down and wrote to Gen. Hunter, pronouncing the 
charge false and scandalous, and demanding an inves¬ 
tigation (applause). It is said that we stole women 
and children’s clothing. In answer to that I can 
only say that I am not responsible if niggers 
men (laughter). A number of slaves, men, women 
and children, took it into their heads, in a certain 
instance, to he free, and they furnished themselves 
with a portion of the clothing of their former owners. 
They made a fair division, I have no doubt. I was 
not responsible (laughter). All I did was to see that 
the white babies did not deprive the biack babies of 
their clothing (continued laughter). 

The only way we can bring this contest 
successful issue is by striking directly and with all 
our power at the foundation. I would oppose bowie- 
knife to how ie-knife, Indian to Indian, nigger to nig¬ 
ger, and freedom to slavery (cheers). If you do not 
like that plan, furnish a substitute, equally powerful, 
for closing the war. Onr present policy will cause 
the war to drag along for years. You cannot with 
the same army crush out treason and preserve slavery. 
There must be two armies to do that, and it will cost 
more to preserve slavery than to crush out treason. 
Write “ Freedom,”’ then, on all your banners, and 
the spirit of the old Crusaders will animate your 
armies, firmness and steadiness will he imparted to 
your purpose, victory will be gained, and a perma¬ 
nent peace secured.

Manassas entrenchments came to this city with the 
Fire Zouaves, and were arrested when trying to go to 
New York with them ; John Oourtee, committed Oct. 
27, aged 20, living in Anne Arundel County, Md.; 
mistress gave him to her grandson-in-law, Gustavus 
Bird, minister, to work until 25, and then he freed ;

FUGITIVE SLAVES UNDER' MILITARY 
PROTECTION. 

Department of State, ) 
Washington, Dec. 4,1861. j 
To Major-General George B. McClellan, Washington : 

General : I am directed by the President to call 
your attention to the following subject: Persons 
claimed to be held to service or labor under the laws 
of the State of Virginia, and actually employed in 
hostile service against the government of the United 
States, frequently escape from the lines of the enemy’s 
forces, and are received within the lines of the army 
of the Potomac. This Department understands that 
such persons afterwards coming into the city of 
Washington are liable to be arrested by the city 
police, upon the presumption, arising from color, that 
they are fugitives from service or labor. By the 
fourth section of the Act of Congress, approved Aug. 
6, 1861, entitled “An act to confiscate property used 
for insurrectionary purposes,” such hostile employ¬ 
ment is made a full and sufficient answer to any fur¬ 
ther claim to service or labor. Persons thus employed,

THE PARTITION OF VIRGINIA. 

The suggestion of the Secretary of War for a 
reconstruction of the boundaries of Virginia, Mary¬ 
land and Delaware, must soon become a prominent 
topic of discussion. At best the question cannot he 
postponed beyond the time when Western Virginia 
makes its application to Congress for recognition as 
a separate State. The people of that region have 
already, by an almost unanimous vote, decided for 
such separation, have fixed upon their boundaries, 
and have simply to form their Constitution, which 
they are about doing, to he in a condition to claim 
the action of Congress under that section of the Fede¬ 
ral Constitution which provides that any State may 
he formed from a new State or States, with the con¬ 
sent of the Legislatures of the States concerned and of 
Congress. The Legislature, now in session at Wheel¬ 
ing, is the legal Legislature, and the only legal one, 
of the Old Dominion, every form of law having been 
iplied with in its creation. It acts for the entire 
;inal State, and the two Senators elected by it, 
now serving in Washington, legally represent 
the old State and no other. The consent, then, of the 
Virginia Legislature to the new State is obtained. 
Will Congress give its consent ? 

In the shape in which it has hitherto presented 
itself, we can safely answer No. It is not the policy 
of the Federal government to create more small 
States. Western Virginia, as now defined, contains a 
population under three hundred thousand—a number 
less than any State now existing, save Delaware and 
Rhode Island—and in area it does not half equal the 
area of any State which was ever admitted by Con¬ 
gress, Vermont excepted, which exception is too old 
to have any weight. Congress, in view of the equal¬ 
ity of senatorial representation, has always recog¬ 
nized the injustice of multiplying small States. It 
has sought to give wide dimensions to every new 
member of the Union. There is nothing in the case 
of Western Virginia to justify a departure from this 
policy. 

When, then, the application of Western Virginia 
comes before Congress, the inquiry will be made 
whether arrangements cannot he effected to enlarge 
its boundaries by accessions from some contiguous 
State. If this is to he done at all, we doubt whether 
any niore just- or expedient arrangement could be 
made than that suggested by the Secretary, namely i 
to enlarge Western Virginia so as to embrace Middle 
Virginia, hounded by the Blue Ridge on the east, and 
Alleghany and AVashington counties in Maryland— 
to enlarge Delaware by attaching to it all that part 
of Maryland and Virginia east of Chesapeake Bay— 
and to recompense Maryland for these losses by join- 
o it all the residue of Atirginia. This arrange- 

_would make AVestern Atirginia about the size of 

Ohio, Maryland about that of Indiana, and Delaware 
about that of Massachusetts. It would in great 
measure substitute natural for the present arbitrary 
boundaries, and would also vastly improve the sym¬ 
metry of the States concerned. It would also have 
the great advantage of involving no increase in the 
number of States. The necessary multiplication of 
new States from the territory west of the Mississippi 
must in time make the Senate, at best, a somewhat 
unwieldy body , and any increase of the number on 
this side ought to he avoided.— World.

found within the limits of States, or parts o'f States, 
declared to be in insurrection against the United 
States, and now occupied, or to be hereafter occu¬ 
pied, by the troops and authority of the Union, the 
following regulations are established: 

There shall be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with the approbation of the President, 
agents to reside at such points or places as are, or 
may he, occupied by the forces of the United States, 
whose duties shall be to secure and prepare for mar¬ 
ket the cotton and such other products and property 
as may he found or brought within the lines of the 
army or under the control of the Federal authorities. 

To enable such agents to fulfil the duties devolved 
upon them, the military and naval authorities, under 
proper instruction^, will render such military protec¬ 
tion and aid as may be required, to carry out the 
intentions of the Department. Persons held to ser¬ 
vice for life under State laws, who may be found 
within such limits, may he employed by the agent, 
who will prepare lists, embracing the names, sex and 
condition of such persons, and as near as may be, 
their respective ages, together with the name of any 
person claiming their services, which lists shall be in 
triplicate, one for the military commandant, one for 
the files of the agent, and one to be immediately for¬ 
warded to the Secretary of the Treasury. The per-

The Slave Oligarchy forcing the 
non-slaveholding whites to fight for them when they 
knew they had nothing to fight for —soldiers brought 
in chains to defend a cause in which they felt they had 
neither part nor lot —is a historical picture full of 
tragic power 1 Now, it must not be forgotten that it 
is precisely this class—the non-slaveholding whites— 
whose instinct teaches them the true animus of the 
whole rebellion, and who have no sympathy with it 
—that constitutes the largest element in the popula¬ 
tion of South Carolina, as of every other Southern 
State. The aristocratic nabobs may turn up their 
noses at our Union proclamations, but here is a class 
ready to welcome the stars and stripes as soon as 
they come in the van of an army powerful enough to 
defend them against their hauglity oppressors. It is 
fated that this very element shall yet play a fearful 
part in this struggle, and woe he to the proud* slave- 
lords when their long-accumulating hatred hursts 
forth. So much for Southern unanimity.— Times.

THE PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS. 

Congress has met, and the President has spoken. 
The ^Iterances of the White House are not statesman¬ 
like inj tone any more than elegant in expression. The 
Message is the development of a hand-to-mouth policy, 
which looks upon the evil of each day as sufficient for 
the same. But, then, no intelligent observer of affairs 
for the last nine months looked for anything else. An 
eye capable of seeing what remedies the diseases of 
the land require, and a hand firm and strong enough 
to administer them, were not expected of the worthy 
attorney who was transferred from the disputations 
of the County Court at Springfield to the arbitrament 
of those of the Nation. And the Nation has no right 
to complain. At least the North has not. It has 
never chosen its candidates—unless by accident, as in 
the case of Fremont—for their positive but their 
negative qualities. Not for what they were capable 
of doing, but for what they might be supposed by the 
other party capable of leaving undone. A President 
is not supposed to stand for anything substantial, now. 
Indeed, he cannot be anything of the kind. Pierce 
and Buchanan, indeed, knew what was required of 
them. Simple submission to every demand of slavery. 
But Mr. Lincoln is cut loose from this anchor, sure and 
steadfast, and drifts about with every day’s breeze, 
but ever with the traditionary instinct of all politi, 
cians, that slavery is still the guiding star of the ship 
of State, which it is rashness, if not ruin, not to lay 
its course by. We are not inclined to criticize his 
Message with the severity dealt out to it by most of 
our anti-slavery contemporaries. A President is but 
the little man put on the top of the Capitol to tell 
which way the wind blows. He was whittled out 
for this purpose only, originally. It is too much to 
expect that he should always know which way he 
does point, when the wind, which had set in for so 
many years from the South, is chopping about at such 
a fearful rate. Still more, that he should be able to 
give it direction. We may be very sure that he can¬ 
not withstand the blast, from whichsoever quarter it 
blows, if it be but strong enough. A little rustiness 
may delay the movement a trifle, but in spite of it 
he must go spinning round at last as the wind 
listeth. 

Although Mr. Lincoln does not seem to know, 
judging front his Message, that slavery has anything 
to do with provocation of this war, still he and his 
ministers give us some interesting statistics about 
ourselves. We do not know whether the London 
Times will be able to discern any proofs in these 
documents of the strength of the American nation, 
but the American nation is very well content with what 
it learns therein of its own resources. To raise an army 
of more than six hundred thousand men in less than 
five months, and a navy of commensurate force, both 
almost out of nothing, and to provide for the expense 
of these armaments wholly within our own frontiers 
is a legitimate source of National pride. That these 
armies may not have acquired the perfection of drill 
and discipline of the old establishments of Europe in 
a score of weeks, is very likely ; but to say that they 
cannot attain all this in time is as absurd as to affirm 
that bad materials make better goods than the best. 
For it is admitted that the personnel of our rank and 
file is better than that of any of the European 
armies. The North has been taught its own strength 
and its own wealth. If it should be forced into any 
quarrel with foreign nations, it feels a capacity to 
grapple with the emergency such as it never felt 
before. We do not believe that there is any serious 
disposition on the part of any foreign nation—cer¬ 
tainly not on that of any foreign government—to 
engage in any trial of arms with us. But we never 
felt so equal to such a possibility as we do now. 
And it cannot be denied that it is now a possibility. 
During the reign of slavery a European war was an 
impossibility. England might have bombarded New 
York‘or whipped the Minister to St. James’s at the 
cart's-tad from Charing Cross to the Tower, and no 
would have -followed.
